Police Costs Compared 


‘The qestion was raised at the last annual 
meeting of ratepayers as to the comparative 
costs Of ‘the Police ‘Forces of the Settlement 
fand the French Concession. Exact comparisons 
[ot the respective costs are not readily to be 
arrived at, it Wax found as a result of investi- 
zation, since there are dissimilarities in the 
two areas which itis difficult to assess. in 
monetary terms, For ‘mumbers of 
population require, 
to. be qualified in 
‘of the population, is condition 
the physical features of the area. 
ing the figures from the budget of ex- 
penditure for this year in. respect of the 
Settlement Police Force, the personnel iy 
shown as follows: Europeuns $12, Japanese 
301, Indian 022, Chinese 4,590, or a total per- 
Sonnel of 6,625. ‘The comparative figures of 
the French Police are European 231, Annamite 
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506 and Chinese 1.432, or a total of 2,079. The 
Settlement Police personnel is, therefore, 
roughly three times that of the French Police. 
‘Comparing the respective Budget expendi- 
tures for this year, the total for pay and 
fallowanees, “equipment and miscellaneous 
Funning costs is shown at approximately 
'$10,000,000. for the Settlement Police and 


$3,500,000 for the French Police. Again, the 
‘Settlement figure is roughly three times’ that 
of the French. It is interesting to note that 
the proportion which the expenditure of both 
Forces bears to the tolal Budget figure -of 
the {io Municipalities is approximately 
same, ‘The total Seitlement Ordinary Budget

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China Continues Anti-Drug War 


Opium Smoking Encouraged Within Japanese- 
Controlled Areas, Says Dr. Victor Hoo 


Geneva, May 20. 


HINA’S determination to pursue efforts against drug traffic was 
asserted today by Dr. Victor Hoo who spoke at the League of 


Nations’ Opium Committee. 
Government is more than ever 


“In spite of the war, the Chinese 


determined to wage a merciless 


campaign against this plague especially since military service make 
the struggle against drug abuse an absolute necessity. Drug con- 
sumption is the most terrible enemy of national resistance, he 


asserted, 
Emphasizing China's determination 
to fight the invader for many years 
if necessary, Dr, Hoo made a 
‘thorough outline of the Chinese Gov~ 
ernment’s anti-opium campaign. He 
particularly insisted upon the efforts 
made to reduce the number of opium 
‘smokers among persons Tess than 43 
years old. He added that the Chi- 
hese Government hoped to definitely 
‘ban opium smoking by 1941. 
Japanese Polley

China’s Appeal on 
League Agenda 


Geneva, May 19. 
Only two political problems are set 
down’ on the agenda of the 105th 
session of the League of Nations 
Couneit, which opens on Monday. 

‘The first question is that of China's 
appeal to the League, which will 
permit the delegates to review the 
Far Eastern situation as a whole, 

‘The second is Finland's and 
Sweden's requests for League ratifica- 
tion of an agreement, already reached 
with signatories of ‘the 1921 Con- 
vention neutralizing the Aaland Isles, 
for the remilitarization of these 
Islands. 

‘To date, the Danzig problem has 
not been placed on the agenda, but 
nevertheless will most likely be dis- 
cussed by the Committee of Three. 
‘This body Is comprised of French, 
British and Swedish delegates. 

Poland will oppose any change in 
the present status of the Free City, 
it was learned here, 

Meanwhile, main interest is at 

tached to the parleys expected ‘to 
take ‘place here between Pranee, 
Great Britain and Soviet Russia, 
No final Anglo-Soviet agreement 
Js anticipated. “however, since Mf. 
Viadimir Potemkin, Soviet First 
Vice-Commissar for ‘Foreign Affairs, 
will "not be here for the Couneil 
session Havas. 

















China Will Welcome 
Foreign Capital 


Chungking, May* 16. 

A formal declaration that the Chi- 
nese Government welcomes. foreign 
‘capital in the development of her 
resources and industries was voiced 
by General Chiang Kai-shek, when 
he addressed the National Production 
Conference here. 

He stated that welcoming of foreign 
investments in China had been 
persistent policy of the Chinese Gov- 
‘ernment, but before realization of a 
large-scale foreign investment in 
China, Chinese private interests, in- 
cluding that of overseas Chinese, 
should invest capital in the develop- 
ment of resources and industries a 
the interior of China. 

‘The Chinese Government, he de- 
clared, would give them every assist 
‘ance and protection possible. General 
Chiang Kai-shek also urged the 
closest co-operation between gapital 
‘and labour in order to inerease pro- 
duction eapcejty for war-time needs.

Seven camps, he went on, were 
bbeing established by the Government 
to provide food and shelter for re- 
fugees, who would be transported to 
the interior for land reclamation. The 
Government, he said, would allot 
them land and grant them loans. 

‘They were expected, he continued, 
to be self-supporting ‘within three 
months. For this purpose, he de- 
clared, ‘the Government was appro- 
riating $1,000,000, but this amount 
‘might be inereased to $3,000,000 if}

‘alleviated when it is remembered that it is 
as a result of the betrayals which have 
‘occurred since that the democracies are now 
secking to number Russia amongst those bent 
on establishing a common front against the| 
possibility of aggression by the dictatorships! 
which cannot now be disregarded no matter: 
how bland may be their assurances of an. 
overwhelming desire for peace. What those 
members of the Cabinet who even now. 
hesitate from committing Great Britain to a 
‘complete alliance with Russia appear to 
‘overlook is that the present is no time for half 
measures, that Russia has every just reason 
fon her side for insisting that her partnership 
with the democracies shall be subject to no 
modifications, and that what is sought from 
her shall be’ guaranteed unto her. “As was 
pointed out in these columns only a few days| 
ayo, this modified system of collective defence 
cannot possibly succeed unless all those 
participating in it are unreservedly pledged 
to go to the assistance of any or all who 
may at one time or another be attacked. That 
type of understanding, and that alone is the 
only real guarantee that the new alignment 
‘will be able to withstand all the onslaughts 
which may be made upon it. It is the only 
answer {0 the German-Italian Military 
Alliance which is to be signed in the course 
of a few days. 

With the adhesion of Turkey to the British 
plan a definite obstacle has been placed in 
the way of the German march from Berlin 
to Baghdad. That can be made all the more’ 
imposing and powerful with an Anglo- 
Russian understanding which is best cal- 
culated to provide that amount of reinforce 
ment in the Balkans, and the Near East which 
‘alone can thwart Axis ambitions in that part 
of the world. Russian neutrality in the event 
of the outbreak of war will not be enough, 
if it can be shown that active assistance for 
the democratic cause could have been 
obtained by a degree of compliance which 
the British Government has shown little:

Branch comment prior to publication. It is 
to be presumed that, if this particular sum~ 
had been submitted, the Special 
Branch would have suxyested the excision 
of the passages which are indicated in the 
cial statement. It would still have re~ 
id with the editors of the newsapers 
concerned to decide whether they would or 
would not accede to the wishes expressed, 
though always with the knowledge that if 
they decided to ignore them the possibility, 
of the cancellation of registration had always 
to be considered. It does not matter in what 
polite language ‘all this may be phrased, 
does in uflect amount to censorship, and that 
is repugnant to everyone who seeks to up- 
hold the liberty of the press. It is quite: 
understandable Uat those who have not had. 
int the past to subject themselves to this: 
restriction of liberty are very naturall 
‘angered at what on the face of it appears 





















































But unprecedented times often call for 
unprecedented action, and it is only neces- 
sary to reflect upon the heavy censorship 
‘which was exercised during the Great War, 
as part of the suspension of constitutional 
rights which was rendered imperative if the 
war was to be won, to understand what may 
be the minds of the authorities concerned. 
‘Shanghai is passing through an unprecedent- 
fed phase of its history, one in which any 
and every excuse is being sought for attempts 
to bring about changes in the constitution of 
the place and to deprive it of that interna- 
tionality which is its most prized attribute. 
Not the least of the eriticisms levelled against 
the authorities of the foreign areas not at 
present under Japanese control is that they 
have been lax in not suppressing anti- 
Japanese propaganda. ‘That this reproach 
to the Kettle comes from an equally black- 
faced pot is entirely beside the point at 
fssue, for the situation demands that the 
foreign authorities shall do everything in| 
their’ power, and, if necessary, somewhat 
out of it, to see that the peace and good 
order of’ the International Settlement and 
the French Concession shall be preserved to 
their inhabitants. ‘That was obviously the 
reason for the issuance of the British Order- 
in-Couneil some months ago dealing with 
this very same subject, and the fact that it 
has been invoked against the British owners 
of two Chinese language newspapers is 
sufficient to show that the authorities when 
they promulgated it meant it to have teeth. 
Under the United States constitution it 
would be very difficult indeed to enforce a 
similar instrument, and of the constitutional 
rights of an American editor to publish what 
he thinks fit, within the limits of American 
law, there cannot be the slightest doubt. 
‘These limits may be very wide indeed, and 
In ordinary cireumstanees the rights which 
they govern could be insisted upon with the 
completest justice. The question may be 
asked, however, whether prudent journalism, 
no matter what may be the constitutional 
rights, in such conditions as prevail in Shang~ 
hai should do anything to imperil the rights 
‘and interests of the whole community which 
fare far more imposing than those of the 
newspapers involved. ‘To that question the 
‘answer is ventured that the rights and in- 
terests of Shanghai as a whole are of more 
importance than those of any particular in- 
dividual or group of individuals. 

Interestingly enough it may be contended 
that this point was conceded when the two! 
American-owned journals consented to re-| 
ister, as apparently they did. If there had 
fo be’ any controversy over the matter, it 
should surely have been when registration 
\was insisted upon, for it is quite obvious that 
if they had refused to register their position 
would be sounder than it is now. Having! 
conceded the point with regard to registra 
tion, which implied recognition of the rea 
sons for which registration might be can- 
celled, it is somewhat late in the day to raise 
‘objection, if indeed it is not completely estop~ 
ped. No criticism of the journals concerned 
with regard to the error of judgment inspiring 
the action of the authorities is intended in 
any way. ‘The speed with which the modern 
newspaper has to be prepared admits of 
mistakes which more considered judgment 
might obviate, but, when decisions have to 
bbe made almost in’ a split second, some de~ 
gree of consideration may be expected from 
those who have to sit in judgment. ‘That 
may give rise to the question as to whether! 
or not the authorities have been somewhat 
precipitate in this matter. ‘That must be a 
matter of opinion, but again it is urged that 
these are strange ‘times, when strange things 
have occurred and actions, which in other| 
circumstances would appear singular, have 
to be taken. It is not to be believed that 
these cancellations of registration will be 
permanent ; it would be wholly incommen- 
surate with the gravity of the offence if they 
were. But the authorities, indeed the whole 
population of Shanghai Nave the right to 
demand for the future that degree of co- 
operation from everyone concerned which 
will reduce the menace to the interests of 
residents to its smallest proportion. That is 
something which can reasonably be expected 
of all benefitting from the neutrality of the 
foreign areas which it is imperative shall not 
1e breached. 




















A FATEFUL WEEK 
May 22. 

While the past week has been of very 
considerable interest in the Far East it is 
likely that this will be even more important in 
Europe. The next few days will decide whether | 
it fs possible for Great Britain and Russia to 
come to an understanding which will round 
‘out Mr. Neville Chamberlain's anti-aggres- 
sion scheme. There has undoubtedly been’ 
displayed in the House of Commons and 
elsewhere very considerable irritation over 
the fact that an agreement with Russia has 
not already been reached. But there are 
indications that with the assistance of the 
French Government a reconciliation of the 
British and Russian points of view may still 
be possible without that “full dress military 
alliance” advocated by such people as Mr. 
Winston Churchill and Mr. Anthony Eden. 
That the Government's proposals fall short 
of 4 military alliance to Soviet schemes is 











to be an unwarrantable interference with 
the freedom of the individual, 








the explanation given by Mr. R.A. Butler, 
Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, and 





is because of this falling short of that 
clement of reciprocity upon which the Krem- 
Tin seems to be so insistent that negotiations 
hhave been deadlocked for some few days. 
Out of the welter of speculation as to exactly 
where the points of view of the two govern- 
ments differ so radically one fact emerges 
‘with considerable clarity. It is that Great 
Britain appears to be reluctant to join with 
Russia in guaranteeing the integrity of the 
Balkan States. The matter, of course, is a 
‘small one in the view of the British Govern 
‘ment, while Moscow undoubtedly believes 
that the threat which East Prussia holds out 
against Lithuania, Latvia and Esthonia is 
something upon which she should receive 
Just the same guarantees as are required 
from Russia with regard to Poland and 
Roumania and ultimately Turkey. 
Consequently the next few days will decide 
not only the success of the present deadlocked 
negotiations but also, quite possibly, the 
political future of Mr. Neville Chamberlain 
‘The reluctance which he, and some other 
‘members of the Cabinet still have to a com- 
pletely reciprocal military alliance with Ros 
sia is not shared by very important sections 
not only of his own Cabinet but of the House 
fof Commons, and it is likely that should he 
fait in adding the missing cornerstone to the 
structure of collective security which he has 
built up in the course of the last few weeks, 
opinion in Parliament and out of it might 
force him to resign. It need not necessarily 
‘follow, unless he so advises the King, that a 
[general election would ensue, for it is quite 
possible, taking all factors ‘into considera 
{ion, that some other member of the present 
(Cabinet, more willing to complete an alliance 
with Russia, would be able to command 
Sufficient support not only from the Con- 
Secvative party but, in this connection, pos- 
sibly from the Liberal and Labour opposi- 
tion, to controt the House, and bring’ into 
being that instrument without which the 
‘democratic answer to dictatorial threats can 
never be complete. One of the chief factors 
Which seems to have been operating in. Mf 
Chamberlain's mind is that with the align- 
ment of Great Britain, France, Poland, 
Roumania and. Turkey a sufficiently strong 
coalition has been effected to render the 
possibility of war more uncertain than it has 
been up to the immediate past, But those 
who are inclined to think differently from 
hhim look towards the enormous man-power 
which Russia possesses and the huge re- 
sources which in the event of a thorough- 
going military alliance could be placed at the 
disposal of the anti-aggression combination, 
‘Thus while at the moment France and 
Great Britain with the seasoned troops. of 
the secondary powers could put into the 
field ‘nearly 15 ‘nillion men os against the 
Halian and German combination of 8,500,000, 
the addition of the Russian forces. would 
unite on the side of the democracies no 
fewer than 33 million men either under arms 
‘or in reserve, certainly the greatest potential 
array ever available for warfare in the his- 
tory of the world. If this is true of the land 
forces it is equally correct of the combined 
resources of the anti-aggression system at 
‘sea and in the air. It will be seen from the 
foregoing that Russian assistance does not 
‘seem to be from a numerical point of view 
imperatively essential. But in the present 
state of the world, where he who is not for 
1 party is definitely against it, the inclusion 
fof such a Power as Russia inthe alignment 
fof the democracies is vastly more important 
to the latter than for Russia to maintain a 
neutrality which might render available for 
the two dictator states those resources which 
could and should be reserved for those who 
‘might possibly have to fight them.  This| 
of view has been consistently held by 
the French Government and has, as already 
hhas been pointed out, very considerable 
support in Great Britain. It is believed and 
Gevoully hoped that at the next ordinary 
Cabinet meeting to be held on Wednesday it 
will be possible to announce that a complete 
lnderstanding has been reached with Russia, 
for not only will it give to the smaller coune 
tries in the Balkans a greater feeling of 
security than they at present possess, but it 
will have brought together such enormous 
Torees that the possibility of war should be 
driven far into the background. Failure to 
reach an understanding, however, need not 
necessarily increase the certainty of war, 
hough the fullest access of strength by the 
democracies is the best insurance against it. 























THE ROYAL TOUR 


May 23. 

Nothing could possibly be more inspiring 
‘than the magnificent welcome which has 
been given Their Majesties the King and 
Queen, since their arrival in Canads, and 
there is now every prospect of the Royal 
tour being a phenomenal success. Not that 
there was any real doubt about it, for during. 
the past few weeks the telegrams emans 
from the Dominion have amply indicated 
the warmth of the welcome which awaited 
the Royal pair. ‘The climax of the visit to 
Ottawa came at the unveiling of the National 
War Memorial by the King. His Majesty 
struck the right note when in his speech he| 
declared that “Without freedom there can be} 
‘no enduring peace, without peace there can| 
be no enduring freedom," for it was a re- 











minder that liberty cannot be found in the 
helotey of war, and indeed may be destroyed 











by it, On the other side of the Atlantic 
‘ocean that sentiment was corroborated by M. 
Georges Bonnet, French Foreign Minister 
who sald that a’ continuous threat against 
peace will diminish the dignity and happiness 
of mankind. "No better occasion could the 
King avail himselt of for the utterance of 
such a sentiment than at the unveiling of a 
memorial to the contribution which Canada 
made to the cause of the Empire when the. 
security of world peace was at stake, and 
even the very existence of the “Empire 
Ureatened, and in saying what he did ‘His 
Majesty merely repeated what is in the 
heart of every loyal member of the British 
Commonwealth of nations. The brilliance 
of the scene around the memorial, the strik- 
ing demonstrations of loyalty to ‘the Crown 
andthe persons of ‘Their Majesties “un~ 
doubtedly inspired them to move unrestrain- 
‘edly amongst: their subjects, walking behind 
the massed lines of the police and meeting 
the ‘people without the slightest shadow 
of hesitancy. It was the type of democratic 
esture most likely to appeal to such people 
ts the Canadians, and was so complete an 
indication of Royal trust in their loyalty that 
the incident will probably long be remem- 
bered in the history of the tour. 

‘There cannot be the slightest doubt from 
the reports which have come to hand, that 
the King and Queen have captured the 
hearts of their Canadian subjects, and that 
the Queen in particular has evoked an en- 
thusiastic admiration for which alone the 
visit would have been worth while, It is 
pethaps inevitable that this should be so, for 
there has always been a quiet charm about 
the couple, representing all that is god in 
the British family life, something which is 
appreciated the world over, to which has to 
be added the personal appeal of both of them, 
What will be particularly gratifying to the 
rest of the Commonwealth is the spontaneous 
@emonstrations of welcome which have been 
given Their Majesties, not only by the in- 
habitants of the towns and cities which they 
are visiting, but also by those thousands who 
hhave made especial and long pilgrimages for 
the purpose of showing their loyalty to the 
Crown. ‘These demonstrations have more 
than @ mere local importance in such times 
as these. Because of existing world condi- 
tions they acquire a political significance as 
Indicating to the world at Jorge that there 
hhas been no diminution of the loyalty of the 
component parts of the Empire to the ideal 
ff the whole. ‘The solidarity of the Empire 
must of necessity be an important factor jn 
the decisions of policy which have tobe 
made under such grave conditions as now 
prevail, white at the same time it xives the 
lie direct to those who profess to see symp- 
toms of schisms which in fact do not exist. 
It'may be confidently” alleged that. the 
ature of the British people is such that, 
even if they did exist, a threat common to 
ait would send them into abeyance In: view 
of the necessity of meeting any menace from 
outside parties. Families "do sometimes 
quarrel ‘amongst themselves,—fortunately 
there is no sign of this in’ the Empire 
atthe present moment,—but_ they have 
always the faculty of ‘rapidly forgetting 
disputes, ‘and ‘combining against any who 
seek to intervene. Canada, that rich ewe) 
in the British erown, is proving no exeéption 
to the general rule, and the widespread 
demonstrations of loyalty to the King and 
the Empite over the destinies of which he 
presides are more than a little comforting. 

Many more spots in Canada have yet. to 
be visited before they commence the other 
and equally-important. portion of their tou, 
famely their visit to the President of the 
United states, an event unique in the history 
of the two great nations of the United States 
land Great Britain. That event has been 
keenly looked forward to in both countries, 
and, i€ it has the effect of bringing the two 
closer together in understanding and 
sympathy than ever before, the visit will be 
well worth the while, "The democratic 
action of Their Majesties in mingling. with 
the erowd in Ottawa will undoubtedly have 
commended itself to the people of the great 
‘American republic and continued success of 
the tour in Canada will undoubtedly serve 
to ensure similar results when they have 
crossed the frontier towards the end of their 
visit to enter the United States. There will 
be thousands in the United States who will 
seek to sce ‘Their Majesties, ‘millions who 
will follow their progress through the land 
With interest which is begotten of that hos- 
pitality for which the people of the United 
States are so well known. Tt is inevitable 
that, while there is no political motive for 
the visit to the United States, some political 
clfect will be obtained, even if it is only to 
inspire a greater interest in the United 
States for Great Britain and. the problems 
with which that eguntey is confronted.

‘The Shanghai 
trame situation has srown considerably worse 
‘Wing to unfortunate conditions not of the 
Settlement’s own devising, ‘There has been & 
tremendous influx. of Chinese refugees, most 
of whom never ventured beyond their own 
villages and small towns and are ignorant of 
modern traMe conditions and “dangers. The 
streets are overcrowded not only by pedestrians 
but by a greatly-inereased volume of motor, and 
ther trafic, operating largely in a small, and 
restricted area owing to political exigencies. 
‘The Bund is @ typical ease’ of a diversion and 
concentration of trading activities resulting in 
fas chaotic, and precarious a system of traffic 
‘%: could be imagined but handied as eMeiently 
4s possible by the police in the circumstances. 
‘The mounting toll of accidents reported by the 
public transportation companies is an indica 
tion of the serious situation confronting Shang- 
hai, and from a humanitarian and a business 
point of view alike, the necessity for sueh a 
ampaimm emerges. ‘The special committee ap- 
pointed to organize the campaign has produced 
very elaborate programme, details of which 
‘will be found on another page. By every type

Nevertheless. the disease cap- 
tured no less than 180 persons, with, happily 
only one death, before it, was ‘brought under 
control. It has been stated that most of those 
siricken were not inmates of the various re~ 
Tues camps, who were subjected to careful 
medical examination, but people who lived out 
side, and, walking about for a number of days, 
spread the disease without knowing that. they 
‘were ill. High tribute was paid by Mr. Wein- 
berger (o the S.ML.C, Publie Health Department, 
which did excellent work in connection with 
the outbreak, some of the staff showing extreme 
devotion to duly. in the tong hours whieh they 
ave 10 the Work. In these days, when eritie~ 
{sm of the municipal services seems to be the 
mode, it ix as woll that the attention of the 
ratepayers should be drawn to excellent ex- 
amples of loyalty to the community such as 
this. ‘Throughout the troublous times through 
Which Shanghai has passed since the outbreak 
‘ot the local hostilities, the Publie Health De- 
partment has stood between the community and 
the possibilities of general epidemies in a man-

The 
fact is that it Is in the Interest of Germany that 
these Incidents should occur, and most definite. 
ly not in Poland's. ‘When the technique applied 
in other quarters during the past year or so is 
Femembered, it fs quite plain that the policy of 
psychological attrition is being applied for the 
Purpose of wearing down Poland's resistance to. 
the demands which Germany is making. Not 
‘only that, there appears to be a scheme afoot 
for the purpose of inveigling Poland into as- 
suming the role of aggressor, thereby hoping 
that by making such a mistake she will deprive 
herself of the assistance which has been pro- 
mised her in the event of her deciding that 
German aggression upon her integrity neces- 
sitates “resistance. It is not likely that the

Strong Measures 


Shanghai, May 17. 

According to a report received by 
the "North-China Daily News con~ 
cerning conditions in the cily of 
Heuchowfu, North Kiangsu, the 
Japanese ‘military authorities are 
taking extreme measures in an effort 
to curb increasing guerilla activities 
In ‘that sector.

‘At 2'am. on the night of May 7 
local police, supported by members 
‘of the Japanese army, culminates 
2. series of arrests ‘carried out 
among the prominent Chinese 
members of the city by taking 
twelve Chinese, three of whom were 
‘ordained pastors connected with the 
Presbyterian Mission, to the city jail. 
‘One of the men, bound with rope, 
was taken from his home before he 
Had time to dress, Tt is stated that 
no reason has béen given for the 
detention of these men, although the 
Teader of the Japanese ‘forces in that 
‘area, a man ‘educated in America 
and for a time an attaché “at the 
Japanese Embassy in Washington, 
was Interviewed by foreigners im= 
mediately after the happening. 


No Charges Against Prisoners 
As far as can be ascertained, the 
prisoners are faced with no charges, 
‘ut are being kept under observation, 
presumably in the hope that they 
Will reveal information concerning 
the activities of various guerilla 
nits, No one is allowed to sce the 
prisoners although strong efforts have 
Been made to do so after Chinese 
residents living near the prison re~ 
ported that they had heard screams 
Issuing from the quarters where the 
ptlsoners are being held.

‘Besieged with’ requests for an ine 
vestigation of the alleged torturing 
of prisoners, the Japanese Lieut, 
Commander of forces in Hsuchowlu 
answered that he would look into the 
fatter, ut to date, this statement 
hhas brought no other result than the 
rrest of another prominent Chinese 
‘who, It is reported, has been subject~ 
fed to the same methods of question 
as his unfortunate predecessors 
Several Villages Burned 
It was also reported that several 
villages in the vieinity of Hsuchowt 
have been burned to the ground and 
their inhabitants left to wander about 
the countryside after being visited by 
military authorities in search of 
guerillas. “In one case it is reported 
that a small church was entered dur- 
Ing a service and all members of the 
congregation were searched, after 
whieh, all those men not wearing a 
small button carried by Chinese 
Christians in that area were taken 
cutside the church, lined up and shot. 
‘A foreigner who’ arrived upon the 
‘Scene about fifteen minutes after the 
ineldent took place related the hap- 
pening to authorities but received no 
explanation other than the statement 
that guerillas must be eliminated. 
‘Although country people in the 
vieinity of Heuehowtu will have a 
bumper erop of wheat this year, sub- 
jection to the frequent sorties of

Shanghai, May 22, 

Indicating the difficulties “the 
Japanese forces in Cheklang and 
Kiangsu are undergoing in the face 
of the threatened and much publicized. 
counter offensive to be launched by 
the Chinese, more than 100 Japanese 
soldiers are reported to have been 
killed and injured when a. train 
carrying them was blown skyward 
by mines buried by guerillas near 
the Hwang Ling Cheng railway sta- 
tion, between Wusih and Changehow 
on ‘the Shanghai-Nanking Railway, 
Sporadic fighting has been going on 
in railway zones and plans have been 
made for retaking Nanking. 

‘The Ineldent occurred on May 14 
but news only leaked out to the 
Chinese press here yesterday when 
Ht was reported that the locomotive 
and the three coaches immediately 
behind it were destroyed as a. result 
fof the terrific explosion. Several 
passengers were stated to have been 
Injured in the mishap. Several hunc 
red Japanese soldiers were sent, to 
the seene of disaster from Wusih but 
apart from sending the injured to the 
‘Wasih Base Hospital and burying the 
ead they could do nothing by way 
of, reprisal. 

‘The counter offensive has just been. 
started along and in the vielnity of 
the Nanking-Hangchow Highway, ac 
cording to other Chinese reports. 
Fighting has been in progress on the 
oulskirts of Hangchow ‘and in. the 
vieinity of Kashing, Changhing and 
‘other railway districts. It is claimed 
that “Tsungteh in Cheidang has been 
recaptured, 

‘General Tang Sen-chi who was the 
garrison commander in Nanking when 
the Japanese forees attacked that city 
more than a year ago is on his way 
to Chekiang to direct operations with 
a view to recapturing the former 
capital.

Raids on Chekiang, Fukien and Kwangtung 
Ports Cause Heavy Damage ; Mission Bombed 


Chungking, May 15. 


‘APANESE seaplanes from aircraft carriers are subjecting Chinese 
cities along the Chekiang, Fukien and Kwangtung coasts to 
severe arial bombing, according to a Chinese dispateh received 


here today. 


It is stated that 26 Japanese aeroplanes, in cight groups, 
raided towns in Kwangtung province, in the vicinity of Ongyuan, 


three times yesterday morning. 


Eight Japanese aeroplanes are said to have made three raids 
on Changchow, an important city in Fukien Province, on May 13, 


dropping over 50 bombs. 


Other towns in Fukien province 
that were bombed by the Japanese, 
the Chinese dispatch states, included 
Haicheng, Sungyu, Shihma, ‘Tungan 
‘and Chiyang. 

‘Six Japanese aeroplanes, it con- 
tinues, on the morning of Moy 13, 
raided “Yushan, a town on. the 
Chekiang-Kiangsi border, on the 
Chekan railway, dropping 21 bombs.

Kwangtung Prepares for Air Rads 
Hongkong, May 15. 

Special measures to guard against 
Japanese air raids are being hurriedly 
enforced in northern Kwangtung, 
specially in the Kukong and Yungyun 
areas, according to information re~ 
eeived here today from the former 
city, situated on the Canton-Hankow 
Railway. 

“At an emergency meeting last night 
oficials of the Municipal Defence 
Headquarters at Kukong decided to 
‘enforce a policy of “decentralization” 
‘of population and materials, and to 
strengthen fire brigades In ‘prepara 
tion for possible aerial bombard. 
ments,

Japanese aireratt yesterday morn- 
ing again bombed Foochow, capital 
of Fulien provinee, the business 
sections of which are already reduced 
to ruins as a result of repeated bomb- 
ings in the past fortnight, necording 
to a Chinese dispatch received here 
today. 

Six Japanese bombers are said to

American Mission Bombed 
Peiping, May 17. 

Another protest to Japin from the 
United States appears to be foresha- 
dowed by the complete destruction on 
May 2 of an American mission sta 
tion at Tungpei, on the Honan-Hupeh 
border, by Japanese planes.

‘Three Japanese 
seaplanes bombed and machine-gun 
ned the city this morning, when the 
Bunk of Kwangtung suffered a direct 
hit. ‘This building. is less than 50 
yards from the Customs terrace, 
Where there were many foreigners at 
the time of the bombing.

‘They were advised not to entrust their 
money to British banks—as most of 
the readers were of the coolie class 
this adviee was haylly needed—white 
another pamphlet, in cartoon form, 
Gepicted the sufferings of the Chines 
Face under British. rule which, it 
lated, dated back to feudal times.

Mr, S, E. Flemons Describes National Service 
At Home at Electrical Engineers’ Dinner

the beginnings of the Institution and 
is first President, Sir William 
Siemens, He” traced its growth 


throughout the years untit the present 
time when its membership was around 
20,000, and he praised the work of 
the Seeretary of the Institution, Mr. 
Rowall, who was shortly leaving 
after 30 years service. 

Dealing with some items inthe 
sphere of electrical engineering. with 
‘whieh he came into contact during a 
Fecent visit to Europe and Americs 
Mr. Flemons stated that while tele- 
vision was usually looked upon as 
comparatively recent development, 
the transmission of still pletures whieh 
would be regarded as one of the first 
steps. towards television » was 
‘complished some 58 years ago. Tt was, 
however, not until 1923 that the trans- 
mission of pictures by radio became 
the object ‘of serious research and 
although development progressed 
rapidly, television did not ‘reach the 
Practical stage until 1936, when the 
Television Broadcast Station, Atex- 
andra Palace, London, was oMcially 
‘opened and a public service for two 
hours. daily come into being. 

‘While. felevision broadcasts were 
being made in France and other 
countries, Great Britain was the only 
country having a regular commercial 
television service and British Broad- 
casting Corporation was now furnish- 
ing a four hour service. A regular 
programme was published daity whieh 
‘included broadcasts of current and 
Important events such am the Fecent 
vist of the French President to Lon- 
don and the more recent departure of 
the King and Queen on their visit to 
Canada. The service was also belng 
extended to cinemas so. that patrons 
In movie theatres ould sce on the 
eroen a full-size picture of events 
whieh were happening at some distant 
Tocation, Tt was his pleasure while in 
London. to visit the studios and to 
‘obtain first hand information on work: 
which is being carried out. “Ones 
rst view of television is most. im-

‘Mr. Flemons concluded "It is inter~ 
esting to note that the Engincering 
Institutions in England are working 
in close co-operation with the Home 
Government, and the Councils of the 
Civil and Electrical Engineers and 
other engincering bodies, have formed 
{8 speelal council to set as an advisory 
body for the conscription of such 
Jengineering resources as may be called 
‘upon by the country in times of em- 
‘efgency. Sir John Anderson, speak- 
ing at the Annual dinner of the 
Institution last February, referred 

articularly 10 the importance of the 
‘engineer in the time. of emergency 
and to the necessity of ensuring that 
those engaged in essential work should 
remain in their jobs and not be called 
away to other less appropriate tasks. 

‘The engineer so engaged is serving 
hhis country better by continuing his 
duties than by taking up other more 
militant services, “The demand, how- 
ever, for technical men in the field of 
radio and communication, in transport 
fand other services vital’ to Military, 
Naval or Air Forces may be so large 
that the conseription of technical men 
for this purpose may become Im- 
perative. The special Advisory Coun 
cll are undertaking to handle this 
‘phase and are organising the conserip~ 
tion of the Engincer, Supply. under- 
tckings, manufacturing ete, so. that 
both Engineers and material. would 
‘be placed. in the position of greatest 
value to the country.

Yen Quoted Locally 
At 90 Cents 


‘Shanghai, Moy 24, 

‘With the Japanese currency re- 
gistering another decline in terms of 
the Chinese national currency yester- 
day in the Shanghai exchange market, 
the yen and its affliated notes have 
now entered the eleventh day’ of 
downward trend and as to. thelr 
future, uncertainty was the keynote 
‘of ‘comments made by exchange 
circles here.” 

Local exchange shops were buying 
at a rate of $90 for Yen 100 ax com= 
pared with the price $9230 reported 
the previous day and at one time in 
the morning it was quoted at $88.50, 
the lowest rate ‘ever recorded but in 
the afternoon a slight upward trend 
was followed but the rate ductuated 
round $90, 

IL was stated in exchange circles 
that changes in the rate occurred 
almost hourly depending on the 
demand and supply’ and this opinion 
‘coincided with that expressed by the 
Japanese spokesman at a recent press 
Conference. Pressed for the reasons 
behind the serious currency situation, 
they admitted the weakening of the 
Japanese currency as a result of the 
‘issue of notes without much cash 
reserve by the new Hwa Hsing 
‘mercial Bank in which six Japanese 
banks participated, 

Chinese press reports reveal that 
the downward trend of the Japanese 
‘currency here follows logically the 
upward trend of the prices of the 
Chinese Government bonds reflecting 
the favourable international sit 
tion and encouraging news from the 
front. 

Reports to the effect that negotia- 
Mons for new loans to China from 
Great Britain and the United States 
have been sucessfully concluded 
have been responsible to a large dé- 
gree of the increase of prices of 
Chinese Government bonds. and the 
decrease of the price of gold. 

‘During the past 11 days Japanese 
‘currency and its aMliated notes have 
been following an almost uninter- 
rupted downward trend with the 
exception of the “Federal” notes 
issued by the Peiping regime the 
price of which, the authorities con- 
cerned have tried thelr best to in- 
erease. It would appear, however, 
that the establishment of the new 
bank in Hongkew has rendered such 
efforts futile as the upward trend had 
been a short-lived one.

The White Paper: 
A Jewish View

Sin—Permit me to comment upon 
some. of the points raised in your 
Teader captioned “The White Paper, 
for the edifleation of your readers. "T 
will endeavour to explain what was 
‘meant by the Jewish National Home, 
What are the boundaries. of the civil 
‘and religious rights which are em~ 
raced within the Arab reservation of 





the Balfour Declaration and what

‘me state that England gave authorita- 
tive sanction to Jewish aspirations 
from a humanitarian point of view. 
in order that the Declaration would, 
see the beginning of the end of 
twenty centuries of the world’s per~ 
secution, pity or derision to which 
the Jewish people have been exposed. 
‘The Balfour Declaration echoed the 
sentiments of Herzi—the founder of 
Zionism—which was that “the solu- 
tion of the Jewish dificulty is the 
recognition of the Jews ax 9 people 
and the finding for them of a legally 
Fecounized “home.” 

‘The primary object of the Declara- 
tion is contained in the phrase: “Phe 
Establishment in Palestine of a 
National Home for the Jewish people.” 
‘This language Is akin to that used by 
the framers of the Baste programme 
which reads: "A publicly-recognized, 
legally-secured Home for the Jewish 
people, 

Itis akin, with the exception that 
the words “legally-secured” and 
“publicly-recognized” are omitted. 
With obvious logic the British Gov- 
ernment deemed. that the provisions 
made by the Declaration in this 
rogard obviated the necessity of 

ds. However, the Declara- 
beyond the’ aspiration of 
the Basle programme by adding to 
it'a highly signifteant word "National," 
It did not specify simply that it de- 
sired the establishment of a home for 
the Jewish people; it wanted a 
hnational home for the Jewish people. 
here are two reasons which prompt. 
ed the British Government to make 
this addition,

The pro- 
vision Js carefully framed so as not 
to create new substantive rights of 
‘any character nor does it contain any 
new classification of rights. 

‘The conclusion is irresistible that 
this provision was deliberately fram- 
edas a conditional reservation, and 
that the Fights of non-Jews are not 
to be given a political status on a par 
with the rights involved by necessary 
Implication in. the establishment. of 
the Jewish National Home. Civil 
rights may be enumerated as embrac~ 
ing the rights to acquire and hoid 
property of every Kind, the privileges 
fof trade and commerce and freedom 
of contract, all of these, of course, 
being in every land subject to the 
paramount exercise of the sovereis 
police power for the general welfare 
of the state and the power of emin- 
ent domain; and the rights to due 
process and’ the equal protection of 
the laws, whieh necessarily include 
the right to be protected against dis- 
¢riminatory legislation or diserim- 
Inatory treatment. 

‘The clause is aflirmatory of rights 
‘and prohibitory upon somebody. as 
respects the doing of acts to the pre~ 
judiee of the rights that ore thus 
‘affirmed. Upon whom is it prohibi= 
tory? Who is charged with the duty 
‘of respecting these rights? From 
whom is the violation of the rights 
in question to be apprehended? To 
whom is this reservation addressed? 
Said a famous  lawyer:—"It is 
parent. that the proviso is not ad- 
dressed to an individual nor to a 
community of individuals. Con 
sequently sueh reservation must be 
addressed to a present or a future 
Stale.” It must be addressed to the 
Jewish National Home or to its 
Mandatory. Civil and religious rights 
‘are easily distinguishable from poli- 
tical rights. Political rights are 
directly concerned with the institue 
Vion and administration of govern: 
ment. Different opinions may be 
catertained as to the meaning and 
construction of the term “national 
home” as you, Sir, have demonstrated 
in your leader, but the basis of th 
National Home is essentially politi 
el. 

Ik must be borne in mind that the 
establishment of the National, Home 
was u broad poliey of reform intend- 
cd to remedy evils and abuses sut- 
fered by un entire nation, To main- 
tain that Great Britain and the Lea~ 
ue intended an interpretation which 
{vould admit of alien interference, 
Would be tantamount to charging 
them with having improvidently and 
corruptly lured a people of 17 million 
Souls to a life bitler “as the waters 
of Marah." ‘This precisely is the 
position today. 

‘The Jewish World is staggering 
under the severe blow dealt it by 
the White Paper prompted by a 
Bri Government which has 
‘capitulated before a belligerent force. 
But what of the hopes of the Jewish 
people? Are they to be relegated 10 
the sad position of a helpless 
minority amidst a preponderant Arab 
majority? IC so, then well might the 
Tews exclaim "What a catastrophe?” 
‘Of Jewish hopes, then it might well 
bbe said:

"The following is a popular prepara~ 
tion: To half a gallon of kerose 
oll add a quart of spirit of turpen 
fand an ‘ounce of il of pennyroys 
This ‘mixture is far less dangerous 
than benzine. ‘The pennyroyal 3x 
‘well as the turpentine are not only 
polsonous but execedingly distasteful 
to inseets of all kinds. The kerosene 
while less quickly fatal to bugs than 
Benzine is cheaper and safer, and 
when combined with the other in- 
redients becomes az efficient. 

"Where the wall paper and wood 
work of a room have become invaded, 
the usual remedy is burning sulphur. 
To be eflicient the room must have 
every door, window, ereviee, and 
rack closed, "The floor should be 
Wet in advarice x0 as to moisten the 
air, A rubber tube should lead from 
the burning sulphur to a ke 
‘augur-hole and’ through it, 
aid of a pair of bellows air should 
be blown to facilitate the combustion 
of the sulphur.

Mr. H. D. Rodger, counsel for Mr. 
Poan Young-foo. who issuing the 
China Foreign Trading Corporation 
for payments alleged to be due for 
the partial construction’ of a water- 
works plant in Tsinan, and Dr. A. 
Albini, counsel for this defence. pre- 
sented summing up arguments before 
Judge M. J. Helmick in the American 
‘Court. for China. yesterday 

Dr. Albini stressed the fact that 
the plaintitt was entitled to considera- 
tion guaranteed in the contract exist- 
ing. Between himself and the defend 
fant, and that this contract was ot 
to be considered void unless the 
‘building contractor’ violated clauses 
therein, which was not the case. Dr. 
Albini stated that the contractor was 
Bound to continue work upon the 
project ax long as he was supplied 
with the necessary materials by the 
defendant or agents of the defendant, 
‘and that, as long as the American 
company’ had been unable to supply 
hhim with cement and pipes. he could 
not fairly. be expected to continue 
‘extensive construction. 

Mt was brought to the altention of 
the court, however, that the plaintiff 
hhad ‘continued work upon the plant 
as long as was possible and that he 
had completed approximately two 
thirds of work provided for in the 

(ract. Dr, Albini stated that al 
thougir Mr. Suen Tao, supervising 
engineer, had told the court that fur= 
ther portions of the water treatment 
plant’ and two water towers could 
have been constructed without the 
use of pipes. the true fact of the 
matter was that such work “would 
have been inferior to that done with 
proper materials, und therefore Ue 
Contractor, with the interests of his 
‘employers at heart, could not be held 
Fesponsible for not tinishing the plant 
by. employing inferior methods’ and 
‘materials for" construction. 

Concerning the defendants’ charges 
that the itemized account of expenses 
presented to the court for work and 
‘materials used in the construction of 
the plant was too high, counsel for 
the plaintift told the court that even 
if such allegations were true, it 
would not be relevant to the case. 
Drawing attention to. the fact ‘that 
the plainti “had actually finished 
about two thirds of the work con 
tracted for, Dr. Albini stated that Mr. 
Poan was ‘therefore entitled to two 
thirds of the price for entire con= 
struction ax provided for in the con- 
tract, and that an itemized aecount 
fof actual expenses was not necessary 
for the court's decision unless some 
fault could be ascribed to the plaintift 
which would breach the contract. 

Mr. H. D. Rodger. in summing up. 
the arguments presented on behalf of 
the defendants, stated that the plains 
uff ‘had breached his contract by 
failing to provide himselt with 
cement at a time when it was still 
available in Shanghai, and further, 
that he could have carried the pro- 
ject nearer completion without the 
Use of pipes which were, at any rate, 
probably available in Tsinan. Mr. 
Rodgers contended that the piaintift 
had already received payments totall- 
ing $111,000 and alleged that the 
actual value of work done, contrary 
to the account of expenses presented 
by the plaintiff, was omy $98,770. In 

ipport of this statement, Mr. Rodger 
referred to the testimony of Mr. Suen 
‘and also to that of Mr. Vincent Tong 
‘who told the court that, in his opin 
construction could have been carri 
nearer completion by substituting, 
concrete ducts for metal pipes.

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AMERICAN ELECTIONS 


By Ssurtusoxian 





Foreign polities has so filled the foreground 
of American life during the past few months 
that one problem which in normal times 
would bes constant source of speculation 
has been overshadowed. That problem is 
of course next year's Presidential electi 
Yet even from the point of view of foreign 
polities the matter’is an important one, for 
much of the present policy of the United 
States is being carried out by virtue of the 
powers invested in the Executive arm of the 
xovernment by the Constitution, and a 
change in the personality of the’ man in 
‘office might well change the policy which 
was being followed. At the same time the 
reverse is also true, the course of foreign 
policy may well change the whole outlook 
for 1940, 

‘There are many critics of the President 
who maintain that the hey to his recent 
actions in the field of world polities is a 
desire to serve for a third term, the theory 
being that in times of erisis the people would 
prefer him to remain in the White House. 
If the matter were put less bluntly, and 
it was said that the President, finding his 
domestic New Deal hampered and held up 
at every turn, was naturally more interested 
at the moment in world polities, then there 
might be some truth in the criticism, It 
would also have to be added that the Presi~ 
dent realized that domestic affairs were all 
predicated upon a continuance of world 
peace and that his domestic programme 
‘would be damaged by world war. 

But this is merely saying that the Presi- 
dent has every right to show greater interest 
in world affairs at the moment than in 
domestic politics, The question of a third 
term is not necessarily involved in the 
President's decisions, ‘There are many of 
the President's. New Deal admirers who 
‘would ike to see him serve a third term 
even if Europe were at peace. ‘They may 
harbour hopes that his activity in the for 
‘eign field will increase the chances of a 
third term, but the mainspring of thelr. 
thoughts and actions gives no indication of 
Mr. Roosevelt's own motives, 

‘The President did, however, give one small 
indication of his viewpoint in a speech at 
Mount Vernon, George Washington's home. 
Wt did not attract very much attention be- 
cause that same morning he had made a 
startling addyess to the Pan-American Union 
in which he had denied that the Western’ 
Hemisphere (any more than the United 
States) could isolate itself from the rest of 
the world. A new frontier had been xeach- 
ed in Pan-American relations, he said in 
effect, in which the problem was how to get. 
along’ with the rest of the world instead of 
how to get along with each other. ‘Then the 
following day he had made his peace ap- 
peal to Hitler and Mussolini, asking them to 
reassure 31 nations that they need have no 
fear of their independence being threatened 
or destroyed. Amid these towering inter 
national moves it was little wonder that a 
reference to possible domestic developments 
should hive received scant attention. 

Standing on the porch of Mount Vernon 
the President told a large crowd of tourists 
und sightseers of George Washington's feel- 
igs 150 years before. He described his 
reluctance to leave his Virginia meadows, 
washed by the peaceful Potomac river, for 
the cares of office and the hard duties which 
the first Chief Executive of the new nation 
would have to face. Washington had served 
eight yours as Commander-in-Chief and 
must have felt he deserved a rest, “But the 
summons to the Presidency had come te 
hhim ina time of real erisis and deep emer- 
geney.” Wax Mr. Roosevelt, the Squire of 
Hyde Park, drawing a parallel between him- 
self and the Squire of Mount Vernon ? Was 
ho saying that if there was a time of real 
crisis and emergency he would be prepared 
to follow George Washington's course? 
Washington, who had served eight years as 

war leader, agreed to serve again as the 
head of a nation at peace. Would Roosevelt 
who had served eight years as a peace lead- 
er, be called upon to serve as a leader in 
war? All that can be said is that the Pre- 
sident hax made no flat denial of the pos 
sibility he might serve a third term. 

In any discussion of the Presidential 
elections next year, therefcre, the first con~ 
sideration must always be ‘that President 
Roosevelt himself will be a candidate. If he 
runs his re-election would seem assured. He 

‘ould not run unless there was a definite 
ternational crisis and in sueh an atmos- 
phere many people would turn to him as 
a symbol of American nationalism, they 
would prefer the known quantity to the un- 
sknown, 












































If the emergency is not great enough for 
the President to run again almost anything. 
might happen to the Democratic party. 
Speaking broadly there. are two types of| 
candidates considered, the outright New 
Dealers and the compromise candidates. An 
outright Conservative such as Governor 
Byrd of Virginia appears a highly improb- 
able choice. “The first name which rises to 
the mind when the compromise candidates

John Garner. ‘The Presidential faction could 
hardly oppose the man whom they t 
accepted as the New Deal second. string, 
while the Conservative group would accept 
him gladly for a tradition of good common 
horse sense has been built up round his 
ruddy countenance. He is regarded by his 
colleagues with real affection and his in- 
fluence over the Senate has been shown 
time and again. 
‘another man who also ranks high 

of possible compromise candidates 

the President's senior Cabinet 
‘Member, the Secretary of State, Mr. Cordell 
Hull. Mr. Hull is the only Cabinet member 
who has grown steadily in stature during 
the seven years he has been in the Cabinet 
in charge of the country’s foreign office. 
His honesty and  straightforwardness have 
impressed the general public, who have at 
times felt distrustful of the motives and 
methods of the more active New Dealers. 

Mr, Hull has never been accused of “slick~ 
ness," or of being an intriguer, or of con- 
cealing the reai motives behind any of his 
moves. He has stuck doggedly to his one 
et project, trade improvement, and has had 
little say in domestic matters. He would, 
therefore, be accepted by the conservative 
Democrats. As far as foreign policy went 
his election would mean the least break with 
resent plans, though in domestic affairs he 
would undoubtedly lay far less effort upon 
planning and governmental supervision than 
the New Dealers would like. 

‘The Postmaster General, Mr. James Farley, 
must also be considered’ among the com= 
promise candidates. He has never been 
quite within the inner New Deal circle and 
has been cold-shouldered by some of the 
young hopefuls of the newer brain trust who 
have Little taste for the machinery of polities 
‘and he has in his turn tended to look down 
upon these bright young men with their 
{ideas and their lack of practical political 
experience. ‘The chief disadvantage of Mr. 
Farley as Presidential candidate is that he 
is a Catholic, and there is still probably too 
much Protestant prejudice in the country to 
enable him to overeome that handicap. ‘The 
tradition that there should be no Catholic at 
the White House is as powerful as the tradi- 
tion that there should be no third-term Pre- 
sident. 

‘Mr. Farley would, however, be a powerful 
addition to any candidate as running mate if 
he should be prepared to take the second 
place on the ticket. If the candidate were 
Mr. Garner or Mr, Hull he might well be 
ready to do so, for the fact cannot be ignored 
that both these men, being over 70 might 
not fill the full term ‘and if a President dies 
in office his vice-president succeeds. Since 
Lincoln's day every fourth President has 
failed to fill his “complete term. Calvin 
Coolidge, Theodore Roosevelt, Chester Arthur 
and Andrew Johnson all stepped into the 
White House from the viee-presidency. 

‘The New Deal candidates are led by two 
Cabinet Members, Mr. Harry Hopkins, 
Secretary of Commerce, and Mr, Henry Wal 
lace, Secretary of Agriculture. Both of them 
claim Towa for their home though Mr. Hop~ 
kkins has spent most of his time in the East. 
‘The political fortunes of these two men have 
Jockeyed back and forth ; for a long time Mr. 
Wallace was the favourite but now Mr. Hop- 
kins scems to be out in front. He is more 
personally intimate with the President and, 
while still keeping the New Deal aura, has 
‘managed {o make businessmen who have 
come in contact with him as Secretary of 
Commerce feel that he has their interests at 
heart. In his former job as Relief Ad- 
ministrator he roused their aniinosity. 

A final figure who must be mentioned is 
Governor Paul MeNutt of ‘the Philippines. 
He is so far away from the current petty dis- 
putes that should there be a deadlock in the 
‘National Party Convention he might well be 
{he man upon whom the mantle will finally 
fall. 














When we leave the Democrats for the Re~ 
publicans the field is much smaller. In fact! 
fat the moment there seem to be only two! 
names discussed. Mr. ‘Thomas Dewey, the| 
young and spectacular New York County’ 
District Attorney, and Senator Robert Taft 
of Ohio, son of the former President and 
Chief Justice. Of the two Mr. Dewey ap- 
pears to have more popular appeal, but he 
is vulnerable. Democrats would not only 
attack his youth but the fact that he has 
never held state office, let alone national. 
His present position is that of a county 
oficial. Moreover his national reputation 
bas been built up by his suecess in prosecut- 
ing. Tt might be argued that the outlook of 
a prosecuting attorney is not one which 
should be welcome in the White House. For 
these reasons the Republican National Com- 
mittee*have been quietly pushing Senator 
Taft forward. He has proved hardworking. 
and amiable, but lacking in fire. At a recent 
dinner of the Gridiron Club when he and 
the President were pitted against each other 
as the chief speakers of the evening his: 
performance was felt to have been third-rate 
even by his friends. Both speeches were 
Off the record, but the news spread from 
mouth to mouth. 

Another name which may challenge the 














two already mentioned is that of Senator, 
‘Vanderberg of Michigan. He is in his fifties 


hhas a strong, vigorous voice, has never voted 
for purely demagogic reasons and comes 
from a geographically desirable area. ‘There 
‘are one or two Republican governors who 
‘might become more prominent as the fire for 
‘the party convention approaches, but on the 
whole there are very few Republican can- 
didates to choose from. ‘The former can- 
didate Mr. Alfred Landon has his followers 
‘as does ex-President Hoover, but neither can 
be taken seriously. Senator Borah is too old. 
Mayor Laguardia of New York might prove 
embarrassing for Mr. Thomas Dewey should 
he yo after the nomination.

Along that ancient 
caravan route long strings of camels, 
trudging along slowly but steadily 
at two-and-a-half miles per hour— 
‘never more and never ess—used. in 
former times to. bring in skins, 
wool, and other products of the far 
west, not to mention the large on 
profitable caravans with opium. That 
hhas all ceased completely ; no’ cara- 
vans areive these days at’ Potow oF 
Kweihua, 

Swarming With Bai 

‘Then again, the Mongolian plateau 
to the sorth’ ig still swarming wil 
andits, s0 that Chinese traders, the 
commercial travellers who used {0 40 
round visiting Mongol encampments 

nd purchase thelr products, no 
longer venture to visit these regions. 
Indeed, the settled districts have 
been badly" ravaged ; many’ villages 
have been deserted ; there is yreat 
poverty and swfering and much of 
the cultivated land Is reverting to 
pasture once more. On the other 
hand, the Mongols themselves are no 
longer bringing in thelr goods to the 
towns on the railway for sale, be- 
‘cause they are afraid of being forced 
te sell them at the officially fixed low 
pris. 

‘All export business—or what there 
iy still loft of it—has to pass through 
the hands of a combine of six nomin= 
ally Mongol business firms, called the 
Meng Chiang Kung Ssu. "In actual 
fact it i¥ entirely under the control 
fof the Japanese. It has a complete 
tand absolute monopoly of all export 
produets, and no outsider, except by 

‘cunt purehase 
Wool, skins or any of the other usual 
exports. 

‘Some German businessmen came 
up to. Kwelhua, when T was’ there, 
ind although armed with special 
‘Sapanese permits it was only with the 
greatest dificulty that they managed 
to buy the merest fraction of their 
requirements, and left again in a very. 
disgruntled mood. fn general, the 
‘authorities evinee considerable’ dis- 

f¢ to the presence of the foreigner 
in thelr midst, and every effort ix 
‘made to keep ‘him out. For permis- 
jon to reside any length of time in 
nner Mongolia one has to obtain 
‘special permit, issued by the Japanese 
‘military mission, which is, becoming 
increasingly difleult to obtain. 

No Faith in Curreney 

Nobody hos any faith in the new 
eurrency, the" Meng-Chiang notes, 
whieh was introduced shortly after 
the establishment of the autonomous 
uovernment of Inner Mongolia. Tt 
stands at a heavy discount to the 
Central Government dollar, despite 
the severe exchange restrictions and 
the control of all imports and ex- 
ports. “Asa result, the price of 
everything has doubled in” the’ last 
year and a half, and although wages 
fare high, they do not compensate for 
he resulting high cost of living. 

“The local retail business still con 
Uinues much as before, but, except 
for those shops selling the necessaries 
of life, the majority of customers are 
Japanese, civilians and military, who 
Seem to ‘have money to. burn.’ One

denced by certain fimures on these 
tomb tiles, that the Ch'in warriors 
also ‘used the famous tactics of the 
Parthians in galloping up to their foe, 
turing their horses nbout, and shoot 
ing over their eruppers as they gal- 
oped off, which gave rise to “the 
'well-known phrase “a Parthian shot.” 
[Sometimes this manauvre was varied 
by the archer's galloping past his 
jenemy and turning in the saddle to 
loose his arrow as he passed. 
Wild Horses? 

‘Amongst the most remarkable of 
the animal figures on the tomb tiles 
Jdeseribed in Bishop White's book are 
‘those of horses. These are extremely 
‘well exeeuted, and show clearly that 
‘the Ch'ins, or perhaps it was the 
‘Chous "whom they had conquered, 
possessed really fine horses, far 
superior to the well-known Aiongol 
pony, prevalent in China subsequent 





with these pletures surrounded by a 
border of more or less geometric 
design, 
Important Personages 

‘The date and oMiginal purpose of 
these tiles also adds to their interest, 
for it appears that they belonged to 
the Ch'in Dynasty (285-206 B.C.) and 
were designed {0 form the sides of 
tombs of presumably Important per- 
sonages of that far distant period of 
China's history, which brought toa 
lose the famous Chou Dynasty (1122+ 
255 B.C.) and ushered in the glorious 
Hon Dynasty (206 B.C. to A.D. 220) 
‘This dating 1s deduced trom the form 
of certain. characters. appearing on 
the ‘tiles, as well as. from the style 
of certain of the designs, notably 
those of the dragon and fabulous 
birds, which definitely resemble the 
designs on acknowledged Ch'in period 
bronze mirrors. 








Collared Tigers 
Afart from their archavological in- 
forest these tomb tiles, like the 


pottery tomb figures of later periods, 
throw. a flood of light on ‘certain 
phases of the life and culture of the 
period to which they belong, a period 
‘of great importance in Chitia’s ise 
tory, since it was then that the people 
of Chou were defeated by the more 
‘warlike Ch'ins under Shih Huangeti, 
the builder of the Great Wall ‘These 
warlike people, obviously closély con 
nected in thelr culture with the Huns 
‘of Central Asia, were, like the latter, 
reatly addicted to ‘the chase, and 








this is revealed by the designs on the 
tomb tiles here discussed. “These show

Tn this conneetion it Is interesting to 
note that the horses’ being ridden 
have more the appearance of the 
typical Mongol pony, which thus may 
have been the regular mount of the 
Chins, ‘while the larger and finer 
steeds’ represented the chariot horses 
of the Chous. With the defeat of 
the Chous these horses may have be- 
Jeome feral as was the ease with the 
hhorses taken to. America dy the 
JSpanish conquistadors. ‘Be that as it 
may, the two types of horses are de- 
finitely shown in these tomb tile pic- 
tures, the one mounted, the other 
always without riders. 

Civil and Military 

‘the human figures shown on these 
tiles are also of great intérest. Most 
Jof them are clad in long gowns and 
include guards with halbards, scholars 
with what appear to be books, the 

imboo books" of the period, beard- 
Jed sages and what not—all wearing 
shoes with pronouncedly upturned 
{oes such as are still worn in Central 
Asia. There is also a type wearing 
no skirts, short trousers and top-bnots, 
these either being archers in hunting 
scenes or rooms. handling horses.
